J. H.. Snook, Dismissed 
Ohio U. Teacher Pleads 
Not Guilty to Charge of 
Murdering Theora Hix. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., June 24.— 
James H. Snook, dismissed univer- 
sity professor of veterinary medi- 
cine and confessed slayer of Miss 
Theora Hix, 24-year-old student at 
the university, pleaded not guilty 
on a first degree murder indict- 
ment when arraigned this morn- 
ing in Criminal Court. 

On the request of County Prose- 
cutor John J. Chester Jr., Judge 
Robert P, Duncan set July 22 as 
the date for the trial. The early 
date was fixed over the opposition 
of E. O. Ricketts, one of Snook’s 
attorneys, who said the defense 


would not have time to prepare 
its case, 


Snook entered his plea of not 
guilty -himself. 


He was handcuffed to another 
man under indictment for first de- 
gree murder—Albert C. Gunning 
of Columbus, charged with killing 
his wife. This was the first time 
in the history of Franklin County 
criminal procedure that two men 
handcuffed to each other were 
brought before a Judge to plead. 
Gunning also pleaded not guilty.

OUR CONSERVATIVE EDUCATORS. 

With the June crop of graduates mounting to stag-| 
gering proportions, a lengthy report on the political 
and social beliefs of the educators of the nation which 
was issued from Columbia University the other day | 
is given an added interest. At the close of the ways | 
there was a great deal of loose talk about the spread | 
of radicalism in the colleges and high schools. | 
Alarms were sounded. The routh of the nation was, 
in danger of corruption. But every nervous patriot, 
can now sink back with a sigh of rélief. For the re | 
port, based on a survey of 6000 educators, shows that 
the average teacher is conservative in the extreme. 
reactionary even. 

Dr. Manley H. Harper, who conducted the survey in 
conjunction with Teachers College, uses the phrase 
“dangerously conservative,” in his report and. we 
think, with some justification. The method used was 
the agreement-disagreement test, and these are some 
of the results obtained: 

1. Seventy-seven per cent of the teachers contend. 
ed that “one should never allow his own experience 
and reason to lead him in ways that he knows are 
contrary to the teaching of the Bible.” 

2. Fifty-one per eent went on record as declaring 
that “for the impfvement of patriotism our laws 
should forbid much of the radical criticism that we 
often hear and read concerning the injustice of our 
country and Government.” 

Fifty-seven per cent asserted that “as a rule the 
re lt has as .avorabie an opportunity in this coun- 
try to odtain a fair price for his labor as his employ- |

Foreign Trade and the Tariff 


Since the United States has become a creditor nation, tariff revision is an event 
of the greatest international importance; debts, private and public, owing to us 
from abroad, amount approximately to 25 billion dollars; these must eventually 
be paid in goods and services; and we are setting up artificial tariff barriers 
against the receipt of those goods and services by which alone we may receive 
the benefit of our foreign loans—a paradoxical situation.

HE position of the United States in the 
T commerce of the world has changed 
completely since the prewar period. 
The United States has passed out of the 
“infant industry” stage of its economic de- 
velopment. We are no longer a predom- 
inantly agricultural nation, dependent upon 
the outside world for capital and for manu- 
factured products. On the contrary. we are 
now held up as the embodiment of modern 
industrialism, while the world looks askance 
at “American economic imperialism’ and 
the “invasion of the Yankee dollar.” 
This change in the international! 
nomic position of the United States brings 
with it the responsibilities of power. Fifty 
;ears ago a re-ision of the American tariff 
would have passed unnoticed in the outside 
world; today it is an event of the greatest 
international concern. which may mean the 
difference between prosperity and bank- 
rujtey in certain foreign communities 
largely dependent on the American market.

The flicood of protests the 
State Department 
indicates the apprehension induced by 
proposed tariff changes. The situation is 
complicated by foreign misunderstanding of 
our anomalous legislative procedure. In al]! 
European countries, and in most other for- 
eign countries, the responsibility for foreign 
policy and for fiscal policy is concentrated 
‘mn the hands of the same authority. Tariff 
changes are thus made with an eve to their 
effect upon foreign countries and foreign 
policy generally. Under our constitutional! 
system, however. foreign policies are i{ni- 
tiated by the President. and carried out by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. The House of Representatives has 
little te do with elther the initiation or the 
administration of foreign policy directly, 
but it is oniy in the House of Representa- 
tives that tariff legislation can be intro- 
éuced. This makes for a lack of co-ordina. 
tion between our foreign policy and. our 
tariff policy, and it is difficult for foreign. 
ers to understand the essentially domestic 
nature of our tarifr legisiation.

Although the ces- 
sation of the wartime demands. reduced 
our enormously inflated export balance to 
more normal proportions, it has remained 
far above the prewar level, and in 1928 
stood at over $1.096.900.900. The indebt- 
edness of foreigners to United States, 
meanwhile. has been increased by approxi- 
mately $15.900,000,000 of private American 
investments.

According 
to their argument, unless we are prepared 
to receive from abroad goods and erervices 
in exchange for those we expert. cur ez- 
ports are being sent out on oe The 
indebtedness so created can ultimately be 
paid off only in goods and services. It 
would seem absurd, therefore. to set up 
artificial barriers against the receipt of 
those goods and services by which alone 
we may receive the benefit of our fereign 
loans.

MOSCOW, June 1 (By Mail.) 

HE other day I saw thousands 
T 2: Russian women clad in ath- 

letic shorts, tightly-fitting jer- 
seys and wearing flaming red-hair 
bands, march past the reviewing 
stand on Red Square during the 
International Labor celebration. 
For the most part they were young 
women with bobbed hair. They 
laughed and sang as they marched. 
They were contingents from the 
numerous Women’s Physical Cul- 
ture clubs which have sprung upin 
Russia like mushrooms during the 
past five year.s 

Fifteen years ago the majority 
of Russian women were heavily 
swathed in petticoats and were sub- 
jected to a sex-despotism which 
had its roots in the very life of the 
Russian people. These marching 
young women, it seems to me, Were 
typica] of the millions of newly- 
emanicipated young Russian wom- 
en who, day by day, are playing an 
increasingly important role in 
shaping the destinies of the new 
Russia. . 

Under the old order the beating 
of women by their husbands was 
an accepted fact. Today the custom 
has abated considerably and wom- 
en's clubs and organizations are 
making energetic efforts to stamp 
out this brutal, medieval practice. 
Folk proverbs indicate in what low 
esteem women were held: “If I 
don’t beat my wife she thinks that 
either I am sick or she is sick”— 
“Beat your wife for breakfast and 
for dinner, too.”—*“I thought I saw 
two people, but it was only a man 
and his wife.” 

If a sensitive woman, chafing 
under the Oriental brutality of 
Russian marriage customs left her 
husband and ran away, the law 
decreed that the police could bring 
her back in chains. If she per- 
Sisted in this “unfaithfulness” she 
could be putin jail. This was the 
stari buit—the old way of life— 
among the vast mass of peasants 
and artisans, 

While with the merchant and 
professional classes, life was more 
pleasant in some ways, women had 
very little more freedom than their 
sisters lower in the social scale. 
A marriageable daughter was shut 
up in her room and did not see 
her husband until the day of her 
wedding. 

The entire pre-revolutionary lit- 
erature is impregnated with the 
sordidness of the position of Rus- 
sian women. Tolstoi, Dostoievski, 
Turgeniev and Gorki painted in 
vivid colors the degradation of her 
life. 

As the Moscow representative of 
the American agents for the Rus- 
sian Government Tourist Depart- 
ment, I have had ample opportu- 
nity to see the newly-emancipated 
Russian women at close quarters. 
I have taken parties of American 
tourists from one end of the vast 
Soviet Union to the other, from 
Leningrad in the northwest to the 
little Asiatic autonomous republics 
in the East. Everywhere the new 
freedom of the Russian women is 
a subject of wonder on the part 
of those who read of her position 
under the Czars.

cities. Efforts to induce the peas- 
ant women to strike out for more 
freedom is sometimes resented or 
ignored by the women themselves, 
but in most cases the husband is 
the oppositionist. 

A correspondent from the village 
of Verteyevka in the gubernia of 
Briansk reports the following hu- 
morous episode in the campaign to 
arouse the local women: 

Aksinya Karaseva, the wife of 
a peasant began to go to meetings 
and take an interest in the politics 
of the village. Her family was 
outraged, but particularly her hus- 
band, Simeon. He suffered as long 
as he could until she took to mak- 
ing speeches. Then he got drunk 
and beat her. She wept a little 
and then dried her eyes and ran to 
report the incident to the head of 
the Genotdel—the women’s organi- 
zation. In an hour or so all the 
women of the village were  as- 
sembled in the schoolhouse. The 
women went into conference. 
Women on Strike. 

T SOON began to grow dark. 
| There was no peace for the men. 

Children bawled, cows had to be 
milked. Pigs grunted for their 
supper and rooted around near the 
doors of the cottages. Where were 
the women? Neighbor ran dis- 
tracted to neighbor. “Where's 
yours 7"—“Gone.” — “And yours?” 
—“Vanished.”—“Funny, for nearly 
59 years I have lived in this vil- 
lage and nothing like this hap- 
pened before.”

And this too we add—we 
shall not disperse, and not return 
to our husbands until they have 
all signed their names to this 
paper.” 


The Men Surrender. 


FEW of the older men laughed.

Until a few years ago prac- 
tically all women in this part of 
the Union were compelled by cus- 
tom to wear horrible, heavy horse- 
hair veils. Lately organizers from 
European Russia have been carry-

women. Progress is slow, as cen- 


turies of superstition and Oriental 
fatalism must be combatted. 
Recently I took a party of tour- 
ists including two American women 
through Uzbekitzan, one of the 
Asiatic soviet republics. In Sa-

“It is true 
that American girls can choose 
their own husbands?” “Do Amer- 
ican women walk through the 
streets without a chaperon?”’—and 
SO on.
